The courtroom was crowded throughout the day,' even to most 


of the standing room, with a heterogeneous assembly as to racial 
features. There was if anything a larger attendance when the ver- 
dict was rendered than at any previous time of the day. While a 
•goodly proportion of the spectators consisted of respectable citizens, 
dropping in atr intervals of leisure and after business hours, there 
jvas.a considerable presence of the element for which criminal courts 
are established. 


Next to the verdict itself, the feature of the day was Miranda's 


appearance on the witness stand in his own behalf. A perusal of the 
result below will probably convince the reader, as it did intelligent 
people who heard, the, interpretation in court, that the defendant 
supplied whatever might be lacking in proof of .malice aforethought 
•and premeditation as those elements of a murder case are judicially 
defined.

tory, being money received by him on 
a check of the. Hawaiian Electric- Com- 
pany, Limited, drawn on the Bank of 
Hawaii in favor of the Department of 
Public Works, which check he that day 
cashed. That on September 9, 1902, at 
the ofBce of the Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Works, in the presence of Attorney 
General E. P. Dole, High Sheriff Brown. 
Acting Superintendent and Treasurer 
WDllam H, Wright Deputy Auditor 
Meyers, and Siemsen-and Cook, clerks 
in the Department of Public Works, 
the defendant, being-requested to open 
the combination safe in the office, after 
trying to open it said he had for got- 
ten* the combination, ran to the tele- 
phone and rang up his attorney, Long, 
who soon after came, -when the defend- 
ant opened the safe, and also unlocked 
and opened the Inner drawer of the safe 
containing money. The Deputy Auditor 
counted the money in the defendant's 
presence and announced that, there was 
J5.2o2.10 short in the-~accounts of the 
Public Works ofllce: that at that time 
the check above mentioned was shown 
to the Deputy Auditor and then to the 
defendant, who asked the Deputy Audi- 
tor what it all amounted to, and be- 
ing told that It was J8.541.63, and ask- 
ed whether It was right said that is 
about It. The defendant then said he 
would give his check for that amount 
Dole asked him "Will the check be 
paid'' He said he wo*uld require four 
days to raise the amount and request- 
ed that the matter be kept quiet To 
the question asked by the Attorney 
General,i 'And what did you do with 
the money r the defendant, upon the 
Instruction of his attorney, made, no 
answer.

The increase in exports of manufac- 


tures, from the United, States during 
the past year, and especially in tfecent 
months, has suggested the .preparation 
of some data by the Department- of 
Commerce and Labor through:its Bu- 
reau of Statistics regarding the expor- 
tation of -maimfactures from ;iOie vari- 
ous countries of .the world< and..the.re- 
.ative growth In such .exports.. •-• The 
value of manufactnreg exported from 
•the United States in the year jtust end- 
ed exceeds that of any preyjoas Vear, 
and during .the months of May,/June, 
and July manufactures for the.-first 
time In the history of the country ex- 
ceeded agricultural products in the ex-. 
port trade of the .country- ^ v '••"':V:"tv 


This fact has led the Bureau i;of 


Statistics to this study of the relate 
growth' of manufactures in the: prin- 
cipal countries of the world which 'aiff 
ply>''€be four" billion dollars' 
manufactures'' which enter into 
. 


tern,ational commerce of- the world. 
The chief countries exporting maM- 
factures at -the present time are.Vbe 
United Kingdom, Germany, France, 
and the United States^.', These lonr 
countries supply about three-fourths- of 
the manufactures entering the Inter- 
national markets of the world, the total 
xports of manufactures from these 
countries being, in round terms, three 
billion dollars and the total value of 
manufactures entering the world's In- 
ternational markets being about four 
billion dollars. A study, however, of 
the relative growth of manufactures 
and Of exportation ofmanufacturerth 
these four countries Indicates that t&e 
United States Is making more rapid 
gains than any other of the group. 


The relative growth in the exporta- 


tion of manufactures is equally strik- 
ing in its showing of the relative gains 
made by these four principal manu- 
facturing countries in their supply Of 
the world's market for manufactures. 
The accompanying table shows the 
value of manufactures exported from 
the United Kingdom, Germany, France, 
and the' United States, respectively, in 
1880 and the latest available year.

will be seen that the exports of manu- 
factures from the United Kingdom 
grew from $964,400,000 in 1880 to *l,l«i,- 
595,000 in 1903, an Increase of 18.46 per

At this Juncture over one hundrei 


Russian guns opened lire on the Jap- 
anese on Wedge Hill from Round Top 
and other ^attefies from two other di- 
rections. The carnage resulting waa 
/terrible, over IHXJf mem falling in less 
than half an hour. The general 
*ault made along the Japanese line was 
a failure that day and the Japanese 
were forced to retire. The men did so 
reluctantly, fighting with a stubborn- 
ness and ' desperation never before 
•equaled in modern times.' Often the 
bugle had to sound the retreat severa 
•times'before the men would go back. 
That night the soldiers, .utterly ex- 
hausted, slept amid a storm of. grape 
shot. Thousands of shells were thrown 
into a little valley, not more than forty 
acres in extent while the- thunder of 
the great guns went oh without ceas- 
ing—the greatest: play of artillery since 
Sedan' and' considered byvmany who 
saw that battle to have been greater. 


The correspondents helped toind up 


the wounded in a field hospital and 
went tp the front again the neart/day, 
On the 31st the Russians were driven 
out of the first line of entrenchments 
and for three days they held the seebn<j 
line but were finally forced to retreat 


Mr. Wallace has a large number bf 


drawings made in the field and a coir 
lection of photographs made on the fir- 
ing line which are probably unequalled 
among war pictures. 
Beside those 


showing the Japanese charging and fir- 
ing there are several showing the Jap- 
anese burning the bodies of their killed.

There are also pictures of the entan- 
glements, formed of "five rows of posts 
having.: barb .wire stretched in every 
direction.

Numbers of men were seen Impaled on 
these stakes. The engineers were forc- 
ed to cut every strand of the wire with 
their nippers and many:'of them fell 
Into .the pits while engaged in this

The men on. both sides, in the great 


struggle fought with desperate courage. 
A company of Stakelbergus .men held a 
fort with only two machine guns, fight- 
ing like devils while the Japanese could 
hardly be driven .to retreat When Mr. 
Wallace arrived at the front be took 
his Station with a bunch of men who 
were behind a rOfck. They were all 
glad to see an American and. all wanted 
to shake'hands with him. When the 
outside man reached over to shake 
hands both he. and Wallace bad to'raise 
their heads above the rock. At this 
juncture a-bullet struck-the top of the 
rock and split half of it going through 
Wallace's hair. At another time a bul- 
let struck Wallace's boot and glanced 
off also going through his hair. Tet 
he escaped unharmed although he near- 
ly died of .dysentery.

Japanese are making their movements 
carefully and many of the so-called 
sttate'gic movements of KuropatMn to 
the rear which many Interpret as at- 
tempts to draw the Japanese north are 
inspired by the Japanese.

head of Honokane. Such a chasm tying 
directly athwart the natural course of 
streams, conld not have .been caused by 
Aeolian erosion. It must have been the 
effect:-'j6f the- same rending convulsion 
whichf broke off the shore line, and re- 
mains as visible proof of .that peculiar 
violent actioa It should be noted that 
this'inland chasm does not communicate 
with the great Waimanu valley, but lies 
right across, the head of it, separated by 
a riarjow ridge. I give some of these 
facts:"and fwures from the recent careful 
map, pf.the island. 


Mr. Gulick especially adduced the fre- 


quent :exist«ice on these islands, of ex- 
tensive littoral precipices, evidently frac- 
.tured*-«?ff by local convulsions which 
have'dropped large masses of mountain 
into the ocean depths. I was able to 
confirm this from my own observation^ 
iVery, conspicuous on. the island of Ha- 
waii is such a''fracture in Puna, directly 
south of and seven miles from the vol- 
cano of Kilauea. It is evidently quite 
recent The precipice is over 1500 feet 
high and many miles in length. Above 
the brow of the precipice lie a succession 
of fissures parallel therewith, as if reajdy 
at any moment to break off. On the 
map this precipice is some fifteen miles 
in lengtk At its base is a broad shelf 
of fresh-looking lava, some three miles 
wide, evidently poured into the sea at 
the time of the convulsion. The uplands 
between this and Kilauea are studded 
with recent cinder cones, evidences of 
explosive eruptions apparently of the 
same date. 


Again on the Kona coast is a clear 


trace of a similar orecipice, extending 
from north of Kealakekua bay for some 
six miles to beyond Honannau at the 
south. The greater part of this precipice 
is, however, covered by subsequent 
streams of lava from Mauna Loa, which 
partially obliterate it 
The one excep- 


tion is the precipice at the head of Ke- 
alakekua bay. There the lava streams 
have' shunned the precipice, but have 
flowed down to the sea on either .side, 
thus enclosing the bay and harbor. Else- 
where akmg the Kona coast, where the 
calm sea is devoid of tendency to marine 
erosion, are .no precipices, but the long 
mountain slopes descend regularly to she 
ocean. 


The north shore of the main mass of 


the island 
of Molokai seems to have 


been formed in the same manner. The 
whole northern part of the mountain has 
broken off and disappeared, leaving an 
enormous precipice alons: the 
whole 


coast. Indeed, this Rrtat fracture ?eem* 
to include the western half of the island. 


A great fracture and subsidence of the
